Other  Reasons  Given  to  Show  Why 
a Change  is  Considered 
Desirable  for  Cars 

Cloth  upholstery  for  touring  cars 
has  long  been  an  acknowledged  fea- 
ture in  Europe,  but  has  been  slow  of 
introduction  in  this  country. 

For  the  last  eighteen  months  the 
Pierce -Arrow  Motor  Car  Company 
has  had  the  matter  under  considera- 
tion. During  this  time  it  has  been  try- 
ing out  cloth  upholstery  for  touring 
•cars  and  now  recommends  it  as  an  ex- 
cellent alternative  in  cases  where  dis- 
criminating customers  desire  some- 
thing better  than  standard  leather. 

Color  schemes  have  been  ruined  be- 
cause the  leather  could  not  be  made  to 
harmonize,  and  there  have  been  other 
instances  where  the  color  scheme  of 
the  car  has  been  spoiled  because  the 
leather  did  not  wear,  due  entirely  to 
some  flaw  in  manufacture,  leather 
being  acknowledged  one  of  the  most 
difficult  materials  to  handle  success- 
fully. 

Even  where  it  is  possible  to  work 
out  distinctive  color  schemes  with 
leather,  the  effect  is  all  lost  the  mo- 
ment seat  covers  are  used,  and  one 


might  just  as  well  use  some  cheap, 
durable  material  to  cover  springs 
and  rely  upon  the  seat  covers  for 
final  effect.  ^ 

The  result  of  this  is  bound  to  be 
one  of  uniformity  and  loss  of  distinc- 
tion, since  it  is  impossible  to  get  a 
wide  selection  of  seat  cover  materials 
that  are  durable.  With  slip  covers  it 
is  as  though  a man  wore  a duster  all 
his  life  so  that  his  clothes  might  have 
a higher  value  in  the  second-hand 
clothes  dealers. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  send  a cloth- 
finished  car  to  the  cleaners,  since 
naphtha  soap  and  hot  water  applied 
with  a brush  will  remove  almost  any 
grease  stain.  It  is  also  waterproof 
to  the  degree  that  water  will  not 
penetrate  unless  it  is  allowed  to 
stand  in  a puddle  or  is  rubbed  into 
the  material. 

Leather  to  be  durable  must  be 
tightly  stretched.  Slip  covers  to  look 
well  must  be  also  tightly  stretched. 
This  stretching  reduces  the  efficiency 
of  cushion  springs  and  makes  the  car 
seem  hard  riding. 

The  stretching  is  not  necessary 
with  touring  cloth.  Uncovered 
leather  is  slippery;  it  is  hot  in  hot 
weather  and  cold  in  cold  weather. 
The  cloth  is  more  comfortable  than 
slip  covers,  and  vastly  more  so 
than  uncovered  leather.  — New  York 
Tribune,

Every  girl,  and  matrons  as  well,  are  choos- 
ing new  evening  gowns  now  with  an  eye  to 
their  suitability  for  Tango  dancing.

Dressed  or  undressed  worsted  in  black  or 
dark  blue  is  by  far  the  most  desirable  material 
for  the  formal  evening  coat  and  trousers, 
while  the  choice  of  weaves  in  these  materials 
may  include  herring-bones,  stripes,  small 
squares  and  diamond  figures.  Concerning 
the  cut  it  has  been  agreed  by  the  foremost 
tailors  that  whatever  posture  the  wearer 
takes  the  coat  should  stay  in  place.  This  can 
be  accomplished  only  by  having  the  coat  fit 
the  body  tight  up  under  the  arms.  Narrow 
sleeves  are  most  essential,  while  the  short 
placed  waist  seam  encircles  the  body  to  the 
front  edges.  Rolling  lapels,  which  run  to  a 
little  below  the  top  button  of  the  waistcoat, 
from  whence  the  line  slants  away  to  the  lower 
edge,  are  the  rule  this  season.  In  order  to 
get  the  best  effect  the  front  of  the  coat  should 
be  left  well  opened,  exposing  considerable 
shirt.  Those  who  are  partial  to  an  outside 
breast  pocket  may  have  one,  as  it  is  permis- 
sible and  purely  a matter  of  one’s  fancy. 
Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  many  bone 
buttons  are  seen  the  half-oval  button  of  silk 
to  match  the  material  of  coat  is  alone  proper. 

In  order  to  provide  for  the  most  desirable 
appearance  of  the  short  waist  of  the  coat 
and  waistcoat  the  trousers  should  be  set 
high  on  the  body. 

In  the  matter  of  white  waistcoats  both  the 
single  and  double  breasted  are  good  style. 
They  should  be  of  washable  material  and 
should  if  possible  match  the  shirt.  The 
openings  should  be  higher  and  more  rounded 
than  heretofore.  The  space  devoted  to  but- 
tons should  be  restricted  and  the  points 
should  follow  the  lower  lines  of  the  coat. 

There  is  no  reason  that  personal  comfort 
should  be  ignored  even  in  the  slightest  degree 
in  the  matter  of  collars.  Any  one  of  several, 
including  the  band  collar  which  laps  slightly 
in  front  and  has  height  in  back  or  the  large 
wing  collar,  which  is  all  the  more  agreeable 
to  the  wearer,  will  be  in  excellent  taste. 

The  ties  are  smarter  when  the  ends  are 
rounded  points  instead  of  square,  while  it 
must  be  made  sure  that  the  ends  are  no 
wider  than  two  inches.  Nothing  is  really 
more  effective  than  the  matching  of  the  tie 
with  the  collar,  shirt  bosom,  cuffs  and  waist- 
coat, which  is  easy  of  accomplishment  when 
the  material  is  plain  linen  or  when  the  pique 
is  of  a very  fine  cord  or  figure.
